Two Sierra Madre merchants have informed 
Chamber of Commerce board members over and 
over that they are fed up with filming in Sierra 
Madre and to stress their unhappiness with the 
filming industry they collected lOO names in six hours 
on a petition last week just following the latest 
filming of “Double Revenge.” 

Jerry Meyer, who owns Paper Palace, and Billy 
Sullivan, owner of the Bottle Shop, say their 
business drops dramatically during most filmings. 
Both contend that they did only 35 percent to 40 
percent of a “normal day” on that last Monday and 
“that holds true of Friday, too.” 

Sullivan told The News, “If done properly, it 
(filming) should be beneficial to everyone. There has 
to be sorne controls. ‘They have to live up to their 
agreement. They give us a script ot what they’ll 
need and once they get that it’s like a license to 
steal. When they talk with the mercants they present 
the best case scenario. In all reality it’s about as 
good as it can get. The merchants support the 
town. It’s disheartening.” 

Meyer said, “1 know that my desire won’t 
be met — to stop it (filming) completely. What 
I’m looking at is the long term. The economy isn’t 
good and it’s going to be a dog fight for retailers. 
Mfwe continue to lose access to thfr customer, then 
retail sales will suffer even more. There’s gross 
inequities involved.

who’s supposed to do this but it was obvious to me 
that it (movie) was out of control. I’ve never been com¬ 
pensated for a film in five years.” 

The News asked Meyer if he would feel better 
if he were compensated and he replied, “Yes and 
no. I’m willing to have them film in off-peak periods 
and compensation given to everybody on a percen¬ 
tage basis. This must be built into requirements 
for filming here.” 

Meyer said that he and Sullivan plan to present 
the petition to the City Council “to show there are 
not only retail merchants but also the general 
public who have a problem with Filming. I think 
guidelines need to be readdressed. The city fee is 
ridiculously low. It makes no sense to hire a person 
for the Main Street project without addressing the 
filming problem. Why spend money on that project 
when you shut down the town? There was not 
traffic on Sierra Madre Blvd. for 25 minutes (during 
one day of the recent filming).” 

Sullivan said, “I’m not against filming. I’m 
against it the way it’s been done. It should be 
beneficial to the town. Film crews pay the 
chamber and the city. Where does the money go? It 
would be nice if they had a list of what we 
need downtown such as the red zones painted, the 
green zones painted, a new swing set, a bind lAtett 
roof. Something tangible. Maybe new curbs, the

Council, water district discuss 
Sierra Madre^s water needs 


Because of Director Ralph Rule’s constant 
urging, the Sierra Madre City Council and the 
Board of Directors of the San Gabriel Valley Muni¬ 
cipal Water District had their first meeting in 30 
years a week ago, and first indications reveal that 
at last Sierra Madre will resolve a problem that has 
been festering all those years. Sierra Madre is obli¬ 
gated to pay for water it does not receive from that 
district. 

To alleviate this inequity, Rule, as a member of 
their board of directors, on July 29, 1987, develop¬ 
ed three options for the Sierra Madre City Council 
to follow. A recent meeting with the council and 
the water district addressed those three options that 
follow and chose No. 2. 

• Emergency Connection with Metropolitan 
Water District 

Although the pipeline is not able to handle the 
present demand during drought conditions, it is 
possible that this connection could be obtained. 
This would limit its use to emergencies within Sierra 
Madre’s own system other than drought pieriods until 
Metropolitan Water District enlarges its system in 
this area. 


• Sierra Madre Joining Metropolitan Water 
District 

Sierra Madre could probably detach itself from 
San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water District and 
annex to Upper San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water 
District, thereby annexing to Metropolitan Water 
District. This would take a vote of the electorate. It 
would possibly be accomplished with little or no cost

I really enjoy shopping and browsing al 
the local swap meets.

However, last 
weekend 1 got more than I bargained for — a 
babooshka platok, and the text for this week’s 
article. 

The swap meets always seem so colorful. I 
was attracted to one stand that had an 
unbelievable assortment of kerchiels. 1 stopped 
and started looking through them. Then, out ol 
from the corner of my eye, 1 noticed an older 
woman watching me. She was wearing a laded 
red kerchief over her head and strands ol 
course, gray hair edged out Irom under it. She 
sat on the gate of a beat-up old truck, and 
noticing that I was staring at her, she smiled, a 
gold tooth gleaming in the sunlight. 

“You should wear a bobooshka. All women 
should wear a babooshka,” she pointed to the 
rack of a million babooshkas. Yes, 1 wanted 
to buy one, I told her. 

She look a red one like hers down. “This 
one. You were like this,” and she proceeded 
to fold it into a triangular shape, then put it 
on my head and lied it under my chin. Then 
she took down another one, and laid it flat. 

She explained that the square cloth ilsell was 
a highly protective pattern, representing the 
earthly four. When it was folded in two, 
crosswise, it formed a triangle, a very mystic 
symbol. The Russian babooshka platok — 
grandmother’s kerchief— kept evil spirits 
from hiding in a woman’s hair. 

When 1 asked her how much I owned 
her for the kerchief, she just smiled. “You 
lake. From grandmother. All women should 
wear babooshka.” She walked back to the 
truck as 1 thanked her, and 1 walked away, 
wearing a red kerchief re|iresenting a hundred 
cultures, and an old, yet not lorgoiten tradition.

Stanley Reed accepts 
job at LA Mission 

Rev. Stanley Reed, former associate pastor at 
Bethany Church of Sierra Madre for 18 years, 
has taken a position with the Los Angeles Mission 
in the heart of the skid row downtown. As Director 
of Church Relations, he will be responsible for 
maximizing the involvement and participation of 
churches in the Metropolitan Los Angeles area with 
L.A. Mission. 

Los Angeles Mission was little more than a 
basement shelter in 1936. Following the destruction 
of that building with a fire and several new loca¬ 
tions, the mission under Rev. 1. L. Eldridge bought 
a building in 1949 at 443 South Los Angeles 
Street and began to prove itself successful in meeting 
the needs of many. There were several mission direc¬ 
tors and chaplains, and innovations were started 
over the next 30 years until Rev. Mark Holsinger 
arrived on the .scene in the early 1880s. 

More than 30,000 men, women and children — 
hungry, homeless and hopeless — shuffle through 
the street and back alleys of our Los Angeles 
communities. Not since Depression days have we 
seen so many homeless people. Some studies indicate 
as many as 2 to 3 million, says Reed. 

There are more homeless in Los Angeles than 
any other place in the country. And it’s getting worse. 
Besides the alcoholics and drug addicts on Skid 
Row, there are the new homeless — younger men, 
for example, who haven’t been able to get a toehold 
on life, Reed says. “The handicapped and un¬ 
employed, the mentally ill and retarded. Many have 
simply been thrown away by society. The mission is 
striving to get these unfortunate people off the 
streets and back into the mainstream of society by 
providing immediate relief for the destitute and long 
term rehabilitation for those who desire to be pro¬ 
ductive citizens. They are offered not just meals 
and shelter but generous love and genuine hope,” 
Reed explains. 

Reed will be asking assistance from the Greater 
Los Angeles community and churches in this 
endeavor to reach the needy. If you desire to help

from the fund until there is at least $'/2 million. 
We believe that within from three to six months 
there will be enough so the director of finance will 
collect the money and send it to the maintenance 
department from where it will be dispersed. They’ll 
be in the driver’s seat.” 

The Pasadena area is a part of the larger 
Los Angeles metropolitan basin which in many ways 
has a growth profile similiar to the San Diego area. 
At its base is an expanding job market which is 
propelling a growth in population. The increases in 
job opportunities are also being fueled by growth in 
the retail sector as evidenced by increasing sales and 
sales taxes. 

With Pasadena community being one of the 
older communities in the Los Angeles basin, it must 
be recognized that its existing infrastructures and 
facilities are truly aging and are being subjected 
to continued wear and tear due to both the 
replacement and additional growth. 

Within the context of replacement and additional 
student growth, the Pasadena district is having to 
use existing facilities over and over again to house 
each new wave of students.

“This represents a 
40 percent rise.

Klahin emphasi/ed that 
what he ctills the “notch- 
up Iheoiy" and the high 
cost ol new development 
have ct'inbiucd to fuel 
the dramatic escalation 
is buikling lease and 
sale rales,

area ii'dav would have

a figure that is in 
excess of the current 
market. What occurs 
next is that all older 
buildings nolch-up their 
rental rales to keep pace 
with new buildings.

Klahin said, 

I he difference today, 
he underscored, is that 
the cost of new develop¬ 


ment is so high that the 
lease and sale rale in¬ 
crease are much more 
dramatic than ever 
before. 

“I’ve seen 40 percent 
increases in lease rates 
before in a four-io-five 
year period, but never in 
a two-year span,” 
Klahin said. “The result 
is that sale and lease of¬ 
fering prices for indus¬ 
trial buildings have 
never been higher.” 

Klahin explained that 
these increases are 
sparked primarily by 
rapidly rising land 
prices because con¬ 
struction costs have been 
relatively stable. 

He added that the 
dramatic increase in 
lease rates has also had 
what he termed “a 
phenomenon effect” on 
the sub-lease market, 
while escalating the 
value of lease options. 

"If rental values 
continue to increase at 
their current pace, 
lease values become 


subsiatially higlier than 
the rale being paid. 
Therefore, if a lessee 
desires to sub-lease, he 
theoretically could make 
a significant profit. What 
is happening, however, 
is that landlords are 
requiring provisions 
to share profits on sub¬ 
leases, or are demanding 
the right to terminate 
leases and enter into a 
new lease with the pros¬ 
pective sub-lessee.” 

Klahin added that op¬ 
tions to renew leases 
or to buy have become 
extremely valuable. 
Accordingly, owners 
are requiring that 
tenants be in possession 
of premises at the lime 
of the option in order 
to exercise it. 

“Sale values of 
buildings are increasing 
in concert with the lease 
values because of the 
major demand for 
buildings available lor 
('ccupancy by users," 
Kaplan concluded.

Russell bill to help the needy 


State Senator Newton 
R. Russell (R-Cilendale) 
announced recently that 
he will be introducing 
legislation aimed at 
helping to feed the 
needy. 

Senator Russell cited 
a recent L.A. Times 
article, which reported 
that in Los Angeles 
County, restaurants and 
charity groups “find it 


hard to meet health 
officials’ bending inter¬ 
pretation of laws govern¬ 
ing the doling out of 
left overs.” 

Currently, there are 
strict standards for the 
handling and distribution 
of prepared food and 
according to Senator 
Russell, one who pro¬ 
vides food for the needy 
can be held liable it 


someone becomes ill. 
“There is nothing in 
California law to protect 
food donors, no matter 
how good their inten¬ 
tions,” said Russell. 

Senator Russell’s pro¬ 
posal will amend the 
Health and Safety Code 
to exempt a good faith 
donor, who does not 
knowingly distribute 
spoiled food, from 
civil and criminal liability. 




In addition, the bill will 
require that such dona¬ 
tions be made to a bona 
fide nonprofit, charitable 
organization. 

Senator Russell’s bill 
is similar to laws which 
have proven to be success¬ 
ful in a dozen other states. 
“This legislation is an 
important step in our 
efforts to help served the 
needy,” concluded. 
Russell.

1040EZ, 1040A and 1040 
and California state re¬ 
turns. Assistors are 
informed about such 
special tax benefits as 


the earned income credit, 
child care credit and 
tax credit for the elderly.

Council, water district discuss 
Sierra Madre’s water needs

Wayne Lemieux, attorney for the water district, 
said the Sierra Madre would have to detach itself 
from the San Gabriel Valley District and ask to be 
annexed to the Metropolitan Water District. 

Sierra Madre City Administrator Jim McRea 
reminded the two groups that if the Raymond Basin 
fails, “we’d lose all supplemental water west of the 
basin” and said that would be the area from Lima to 
mid-Arcadia. 

McRea continued, “The tunnels failed last year 
and we had to scoop them out. W'e were denied 
use of that water by the Health Department. We had 
to chlorinate the water in the tunnels. They would 
not allow us to assimilate water without chlorina¬ 
tion; therefore, we need to look at a water source (as 
a supplement).” 

Metropolitan has a small pipeline running 
through Sierra Madre but, said Rule, “It doesn’t 
serve Sierra Madre. If Sierra Madre needs water, 
Arcadia would need water, too. 1 feel we’d need vote 
in the city (for this type of undertaking).” Rule added 
that Metropolitan has opted to increase the size of 
the pipeline running through Sierra Madre and will 
build a larger one around 2010 or 2020. 

McRea reminded the group that for the last 
six years Sierra Madre has sold water to Arcadia. 
“We have sufficient water. We are talking about 
reserve water.” He also said that Sierra Madre is 
committed to keeping the population under 15,(XX). 
“We have water enough in the basin to do that if 
there is no drought and no catastrophe.” 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan said, “Metropolitan 
Water District is my personal choice.”
